ORIAL 


CAMPAIGN FOR A PERMANENT ANARCHIST CENTRE. Update #3, January 1988 


Dear Friends, 

Money has continued to roll in since the last update and the whole campaign is gaining momentum. We have success- 
fully registered the name “Anarchist Resources Incorporated” (ARI) with the Corporate Affairs Commission. The next 
step is submitting our aims and constitution for ratification and registration under the Associations Incorporations Act. 
They are already drafted and the solicitor advising us suggests they are ready to go. Once accepted by the Corporate 
Affairs Commision, some of the biggest legal hurdles will be out of the way. 


Incorporation enables us to become a legal entity - in this case a non-profit organisation - for taking out a bank loan, 
buying and maintaining the building. We have followed the standard constitution fairly closely, making changes only 
where the specific needs of Jura demanded. 


Anarchist Resources will have six members. Annual general meetings will decide their re-election or the election of 
new members. We envisage a very slow rotation of people through the ARI. Rotation will probably depend on 
whether the existing members have sufficient time. It is a caretaker role, one of trust. Stability and dependability are 
therefore crucial. The campaign organisers bore this in mind when we recently elected the first members. Those 
chosen include five active Jura Books Collective members. Two - Sid and Michael are foundation members of Jura, and 
another, Rod, has been active for about 8 years. The others are Leanne and Tony. The sixth member George, is a long 
time anarchist and Jura supporter. Michael and Tony are the joint secretaries whose task is to keep up the bookwork 
and internal communication. Sid is the Public Officer. 


The Aims and Article of Association are complicated and cover many pages but a short summary is in order. The main 
aim of ARI is to provide a building for Jura Books Collective to run a non-profit anarchist bookshop. Susidiary aims 
include providing space for the Fanya Baron Library. Jura will pay enough rent to cover the cost of any bank loan 
needed to buy the building plus maintenance costs, rents and taxes. But no more. Anarchist Resources has no direc- 
tive power over the Jura Books Collective. Nor does membership of Jura Books Collective carry any legal or financial 
rights to the property held by ARI. If Anarchist Resources and Jura Books should at some time cease to operate, the 
assets will flow to another anarchist organisation. We are still deciding on which one. But, no member of ARI or the 
Jura Books Collective is to receive any financial gain. 


It might still be possible to buy 417 King Street, Newtown, but we cannot count on it. In the meantime, we have been 
looking at other shops. We have also begun looking at factory or warehouse spaces close to public transport and 
shops. This might allow us to open a larger, more varied anarchist centre around the bookshop. The question is price 
and accessibility. 


So far we have about $30,000 in cash or promised. We want to double this in the next six months or so. This would be 
a good basis for getting a loan with repayments similar to what we currently pay in rent. Since the last appeal, more 
people have come forward. Some, who don’t identify themselves as anarchists, have commented on what a valuable 
community resource Jura has been. For many of them, it has been the source of otherwise impossible to find literature. 
Like others, shocked by the demise of Intervention, they want Jura to survive and grow. 


We are working hard to make it happen. What we need is more money donated and pledged. If you don’t have much 
on hand think of how much you could raise in the next months and send a pledge. Tell your friends about it; pass 
around the leaflet; bring your friends along to fundraisers. Better still, organise one yourself. Even once we get the 
money, finding suitable premises, a bank loan and the legal niceties take a lot of time. We must not squander the few 
months still available. It’s time to move. 


Jura send some very nice letters regarding their campaign but the fact is there area lot of bastards out there who after having 
taken advantage of their access to the worlds largest English language Anarchist bookshop, witha profit margin on books 
barely being enough to maintain their stock (the rent comes largely from donations by collective members) have found 
their pockets too deep and theirarms too short. Its no surprise that some of these ‘once was’ anarchists are now days living 
off the fat of the worker on even fatter salaries as lecturers, public servants, etc. There's just no excuses for people not to 
be giving, the level of organisation apparent in the campaign is indicative of just how important and how well managed 
Jura will be if their campaign is successful. 


The fact is that if a thousand people or organisations were able to donate $100 each Jura would be safe. Many of course 
have already pledged or given more. 


While not wanting to contradict the above, it is not so much time to move but for the anarchist community, particularly that 
in Sydney, to decide what side of the fence they stand on. Jura is more than just a book shop as many would know, and 
this is why so many donations have come into Jura from overseas and other parts of Australia. If people are commited 
to working towards an egalitarian and free society they should already be moving. 
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LY Hacquarie University is now 20 
odd years down the track from when 
the first sod was turned and way back 
then Macquarie was to be what other 
universities were not. The emphasis at 
Macquarie seemed to be on a liberal 
education, or at least that’s the impres- 
sion people had of it. Many of the 
restrictions on the selection of courses 
had been lifted. Students were, toa 
greater degree than any of the other 
Sydney metropolitan universities, 
allowed to dabble in many different 
schools. Therefore, apart from one’s 
major, it was not out of the ordinary to 
find students with economics, history, 
sociology and mass communications 
courses in their degree. This of course 
has all started to change. The tradition 
of a liberal education (or what their 
was of it) is well and truly dead. The 
facade still remains but effectively the 
choices for students have been nar- 
rowed sufficiently to betray the intent 
of the university to cater for the needs 
of the professional class and for the 
surrounding industrial estate. 


The law school is about the most 
obvious example of how the ‘progres- 
sive’ nature of Macquarie is being 
eroded. The head of school Dennis 
Ong and former head Jack Goldring 
have attempted to steer the school back 
onto a traditional line producing 
specialist professionals more likely to 
maintain the common image of the 
lawyer as the coorporate hit man, 
bullying other companies or individu- 
als and squeezing every last cent out of 
them: ‘legaly’ of course. 


Light industry has also made its way 
onto campus in recent months. Nu- 
cleus, a company which makes bionic 
replacement parts for humans and is 
absolutely squeaky clean, has just been 
given permission to set up shop on the 
campus. Nucleus has just bought out 
its American competitor and is now 
bathing in the local and international 
science spot light and will soon be able 
to claim the cudos of a university 
campus base. Di Yerbury, Macquarie’s 
Vice Chancellor and Labor Party stooge 
has given herself and the university 
council a big pat on the back when she 
she reported in The Sydney Morning 
Herald on just how wonderful it was to 
have Macquarie catering for industry. 
The intention for the Nucleus deal is 
that the company will be allowed a 
long term lease on university land 
(Nucleus is, by the way a holding 
company for many other medical 


industries). It is fortunate for Mac- 
quarie that the first company allowed 
on campus is so squeaky clean. Robert 
Holmes-a' Court's Bell group had also 
applied for permission to set up shop at 
Macquarie but had to pull out of the 
running after the stock market collis- 
sion. . 


In addition to this the university is at 
the current time considering a proposal 
to provide land for the accomodation of 
the Macquarie University Platoon of the 
New South Wales University Regiment. 
It is indicative of the times we live in, 
and perhaps (should it be said?) the 
paranoia of the established hierarchy, 
that a proposal like this would even be 
considered. 


Prof. Di Yerbury’s other pet project is 
the Graduate School of Management 
that has just about been completed in an 
area geographically divorced from the 
rest of the campus. It is incredible that 
this project has been allowed to go on 
when the government has been starving 
the campus of funds for housing and 
many of the humanities schools. Of 
course the building was paid for by 
private enterprise but regardless of this 
it is frightenning to see arts subjects 
being cut, postponed or underfunded 
whilst the majority of the resources, 
human or otherwise, available to the 
campus are being used for the better- 
ment of those who would aspire to the 
management of people, of capitalism 
and of the state. 


Is Macquarie a Claytons University? 
Macquarie is now doing what all 
modern universities are intended to do: 
to de-skill people. Universities are 
expected to produce: a specialist class, 
able to mystify the daily existence; a 
group of people who will accept un- 
questioned the status quo; a group who 
will perpetuate, legitimize and defend 
society as it exists; people who will 
justify the inequalities and daily injus- 
tices thrust upon them and others by 
the state machine. In this sense Mac- 
quarie is not a Claytons university. It 
produces the commodities essential to 
the existence of the state and only a few 
fortunates will ever graduate without 
having adopted the complacency and 
uncritical thinking that are the trade 
marks of the present system.

ANARCHIST STUDENTS 
UNION ADOPTS THE 
“VIOLENCE FREE | 
SVIEINNGE 

STUDENTS’ CHARTER 


At the January meeting of the Anarchist Students 
Union it was decided to accept ‘The Students' 
Charter’ sent by the ASU by the Violence Free 
Science Collective. The Charter follows: 


1) As a student the right to practise violence-free 
science will be recognised as mine; 

2) Such choice on my part is dictated by mate- 
rial, intellectual and moral considerations. 

3) I will be free to follow my conscience in refus- 
ing to perform violent practices in experimen- 
tation (required of me) which are not in accor- 
dance with the Universal Declaration of the 
Rights of Animals; 

4) Within an educational institution, no discipli- 

nary or administrative action shall be im- 

posed on me, neither shall I be discriminated 

against, simply because I have exercised such 
right of conscience; 

Similarly, I shall have the right to object to 

violent work practices in applied science in 

every case which would tend to involve me; 

6) I will act with dignity at all times when exer- 

cising my right to study and put into practise 

non-violent science. 

I will invoke this Charter whenever violent 

practices in human or animal experimenta- 

tion are imposed upon me during my studies 
or professional activities; and 

I will defend and propagate the spirit of the 

Charter to ensure that science deals with hu- 

mankind, animals and nature with compre- 

hension, sympathy and peace. 

To give full support and back-up to any fellow 

student who wishes to invoke the Charter; 

10) To seek, through the appropriate channels, a 

huge reduction in the number of animal 
experiments in this (University) and if neces- 
sary actively campaign to alleviate animal 
suffering inflicted in the “interests of educa- 
tion” 
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In a pamphlet called “Education or Butchery? 
The Choice Should Be Yours” the National Cam- 
paign for Violence-Free Science, calls on students 
at school and at university to adopt the charter 
and to attempt to do what they can to have the 
charter accepted by Student Representative 
Councils, Teachers, Lecturers, the Department of 
Education and other such educational groups. 
Definitely sounds like a good idea!

Aware?” 


Dear Editor, 


Your recent article in ‘Circle A’ 
entitled “Land Rights For Who?” does 
little towards starting some debate 
over the issue of land rights but in fact 
retards the already sophisticated de- 


bate which has quite recently graced 


our racist shores. 


A point you fail to recognise in 
your denegration of the “fragmented” 
society is the inevitability of cultural 


differences concomitant with the exis-. 


tance of self determination that anar- 
chy purports to represent. Is it true 
that anarchist philosophy fails to rec- 
ognise, let alone support the obvious 
cultural differences between whites 
and blacks fostered from a fifty thou- 
sand year occupation of this land and 
a corresponding two hundred year 
white occupation? Should these dif- 
ferences be subsumed by the predomi- 
nately white capitalist societywith the 
support of anarchists? 


The similar cultural heritage of 
Aborigines, coupled with the bad deal 
that they have received has created 
much unity within the aboriginal 
community. This is in itself a prime 
example of the attempt to establish self 
determination through the recogni- 
tion that their own cultural traditions 
have become negated in our white so- 
ciety. If anarchists support the estab- 
lishment (of) a singular world culture 
and society then I should think that 
their claims are justifiable however- 
much they are frightening. If this is the 
case, then I think that anarchists could 
more courageously direct their criti- 
cisms at the inadequacies of our white 
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post-industrial dictatorial society 
rather than using the minority of the 
oppressed, alienated and powerless to 
promote its dogma. A minority which 
rightfully seeks self determination, 
that same principle which anarchy 
seeks to engender in our society. 


What you fail to recognise in 
your rather materialist conception of 
the value of land is that land, for many 
Aborigines, has far more significance 
than merely in the ‘productive’ aspect. 
Yes we all need land for the procure- 
ment of food shelter etc but there are 
more things in heaven and earth than 
is dreamt of in your philosophy 
Trevor! I hope you wont deny that 
aboriginal conceptions of land are 
very much interconnected with their 


- whole cultural and spiritual existence. 


Land is not only food but ‘life’ for 
many Aborigines; life in all its aspects. 
The essential differences between our 
white cultural conceptions of land and 
aboriginal conceptions is that we see 
land predominately in economic 
terms, exemplfied by the destruction 
of much of the Australian landscape 
and ecosystem for supposed ‘produc- 
tive’ purposes, whilst many Aborigi- 
nes see land ina wider social and spiri- 
tual terms epitomised through the ex- 
istence of sacred sites, totems, The 
Dreamtime etc and their indelible in- 
ter-connections which play a great 
role in everyday existence. Hence the 
requirement for cultural survival 
means the acquisition of certain land 
areas. 


As far as I am aware (being 
more fully aware than you) Aborigi- 
nes want land rights for particular ar- 
eas of significance to them - areas 
which provide sustenance as well as 
continuation of a similar cultural, 
ideological and linguistic heritage. 


For years white society has tried 
various mechanisms to erase the black 
spot from our society which have 
ranged from genocide to assimilation 
policies which have all been ulti- 
mately destructive to Aborigines. 
Aborigines have significantly higher 
unemployment, imprisonment, infant 
mortality, alcoholism and premature 
death rates etc as well as low achieve- 
ment in the white educational system 
and dangerously low health stan- 
dards. It is thus difficult to state that 
our policies have been beneficial to 
Aborigines and yet we still deny them 
self determination. 


Furthermore you disclaim any 
sort of responsibility for the plight of 
Aborigines by claiming that you are 
not guilty of the same crime as your 
ancestors. In this assessment you in- 
validate the whole historical process 
by suggesting that we are not products 
of our past which is as much a fallacy 
as claiming that we, individually, are 
not products of our society and cul- 
ture. 


Another point which concerns 
me about your article is your disre- 
spect for the “issues” such as Land 
rights in preference for overall societal 
change. This change cannot come 
about without an attack on certain 
authoritarian ideals which sustain our 
authoritarian system. Sucha chipping 
away of the block can only attempt to 
remould society’s attitude to authori- 
tarianism and cause it to further ques- 
tion structures in the general frame- 
work. Furthermore I find your purist 
attitude typical of many white middle 
class males who’s oppression is not as 
severe as many minority groups who 
find it impossible to function even in 
mainstream society where the lot is 
much easier. 


By the way, just a small point 
before I leave you. I have it on good 
authority that the two editors of ‘Circle 
A’ attended the Aboriginal bicenten- 
nial protest march in Sydney on Janu- 
ary 26. [havealways seen such hypoc- 
risy as infinitely worse than any dog- 
matic authoritarian evil because it is 
plagued with the frightening inconsis- 
tancy of ‘Circle A’s’ brand of anarchy 
itself.

Congratulations on the appear- 
ance of a new Anarchist periodical in 
Sydney. It promises to greatly help the 
communication and the development 
of the A movement here, and it is espe- 
cially good to see the care you have 
taken with its presentation. 


However, I do wish to disagree 
with some of the statements in 
Trevor's peice on Land Rights. Ifeel he 
is seeing Land Rights in European 
terms - it is most definitely NOT na- 
tionalist and can not be reduced to a 
struggle over “ownership”. My 
knowledge of the nature of Land 
Rights is quite limited, but Ido know 
something it is not, and that is real 
estate. Real estate is a European capi- 
talist concept which is not part of 
Aboriginal culture. 


As far as I am aware, “Land 
Rights for Aborigines” means “Land 
Rights for All”, because Land Rights as 
the Aborigines understand it would 
guarantee everybody access to the 
land they need to survive. Images of 
black landlords exploiting white ten- 
nants and evicting non-Aboriginals 
from the country are projections of our 
own fears. If we paid enoughattention 
to what Aboriginals are saying we 
would see that such actions are impos- 
sible in their culture. 


I think we could all benefit from 
a greater knowledge of Land Rights. It 
would probably enrich Anarchist the- 
ory in this country considerably.
